Where  Artists  Come  the  People  Follow 

By  PHILLIPS  RUSSELL 

Roancke  Island  is  being  subjected  to  influences  this  year  that 
will  be  bound  in  some  measure  to  affect  its  destiny.  For  many 
years  cut  off  by  physical  condition.;  from  the  sharp  currents 
that  have  left  their  impress  on  other  modern  communities,  it 
has  suddenly  become  a  national,  and  even  a  cosmopolitan 
centra. 

Tt  has  already  seen  actor.-,  and  actresses,  artists  and  tech- 
nicians. .->cme  cf  them  from  distant  places  in  the  world,  going 
up  and  down  its  sandy  roads  and  quiet  village  streets.  Before 
Ih.-*  summer  is  over  it  will  have  been  visited  by  many  thousands 
of  stranger.  -  statesmen  and  orators,  authors  and  other  writers, 
ir,uii.-ts  and  homrbodi^s;  and  these  will  in  some  manner  affect 
i's  gait  and  outlook. 

For  all  we  know,  Roanoke  Island  will  one  of  these  days  be- 
come an  ar'.i  t.s'  colony  or  national  playground  rivaling  those 
on  Cape  Cod.  Massachusetts,  or  the  shores  of  the  Hudson  in 
New  York,  or  the  beaches  of  California  and  Florida.  It  has 
all  the  attractions  beloved  by  tho  e  who  rebel  against  an  over- 
citified  civilization:  abundant  space,  a  mild  climate,  copious 
son  and  sea  air.  a  historic  almosph:re,  and  a  hospitable  people. 

The  American  p.ople.  long  subjected  t*>  a  gospel  of  work,  are 
now  reacting,  and  they  want  to  play.  Moreover,  they  have  too 
long  neglected  tiieir  own  history,  legends,  traditions,  and  na- 
tural beauties.  They  are  in  a  mood  to  make  up  for  lost  time, 
and  being  Americans  and  therefore  intense,  they  will  fasten 
themselves  zestfully  to  whatever  engages  their  affections. 

In  addition  to  the  influences  derived  from  tliis  year's  celebra- 
tion, there  are  other  influences  yet  to  come  from  new  roads, 
bridges,  and  air  lines.  It  ^eems  thhat  there  should  be  a  play- 
ground and  relaxation  centre  closer  to  New  York  and  the  other 
big  cities  than  Florida.  This  centre  may  be  found  either  on 
Roanoke  Island  or  close  by.  The  pressure  is  very  great,  and 
all  those  great  areas  of  unoccupied  land,  those  promontories 
and  banks,  lying  south  of  Elizabeth  City  seem  destined  to  feel 
it.  For  wherever  the  artists — those  people  who  lead  in  make- 
believe — come,  other  people  are  sure  to  follow.

Paul  Green  has  thought- 
fully written  into  his  con- 
tract with  the  Roanoke  Isl- 
i  n  d  Historical  Association 
provisions  by  w  h  i  c  h  his 
drama  may  never  be  pro- 
duced anywhere  except  on 
Roanoke  Island,  and  that  no 
moving  picture  rights  of  the 
drama  shall  he  sold.  To  see 
the  production  of  "The  Lost 
Colony,"  the  world  must 
come  lo  Roanoke  Island, 
even  as  it  must  go  lo  Ober- 
animergau  to  see  the  "Pas- 
sion Play."  And  that  drama 
is  not  finally  written;  it  wilt 
be  cut  here,  added  to  there 
and  will  in  lime  shape  itself 
into  a  symphony  of  exquis- 
ite beauty  and  dramatic 
grandeur. 

In  years  to  conic  a  great 
amphitheatre  of  steel  and

John  Peter  Altgeld  died  while  in  the  act  of  raising 
his  voice  in  behalf  of  the  down-trodden  Boers  of 
South  Africa.

TFe  would  not  only  gain  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  history  and  progress  of 
our  towns  and  counties,  but  the  volumes  would  also  prove  highly  useful  to  the 
State,  as  books  of  reference,  showing  the  resources  of  our  noble  State,  and 
perhap3  be  the  means  of.  turning  the  attention  of  many  good  emigrants  and 
capitalists  to  our  borders. 

The  manuscript  collections  made  by  the  Society  each  year  should  be  not  only 
large  in  number  but  also  valuable  as  to  their  accuracy  and  conciseness. 

In  order  that  the  historians  may  accomplish  their  work  in  a  systematic  and 
satisfactory  manner,  they  ask  for  information  in  regard  to  the  history  of  the 
towns  and  counties  of  our  State,  as  follows,  viz. : 

1.  Original  name  and  origin  of,  and  changes  of,  if  any,  to  present  time; 
geographical  position ;  first  settlement,  by  whom,  name,  nationality,  and  place 
of  birth. 

2.  Number  of  townships  in  county,  their  names  and  origin,  and  changes,  if 
any,  to  present  time ;  capital  of  county,  when  located,  and  name  of  comniis- 
sioners.
